BREAD OF THE NATIONS. 


low the Stair of Life Is Made Amonc 
Various Peoples. 

0 It is a curious and interesting study 
to compare the various materials which 
serve the different nations of the world 
ae the basis of their bread. In this 
country, where good bread, made from 
spring and fall wheat flour, is within 
reach of all, rarely a thought is given 
to the faot that, after all, the inhabit¬ 
ants of only a small portion of the 
earth’s surface enjoy pooh food. In the 
remoter part of Sweden the poor make 
and bake theft: rye bread twice a year 
and store the loaves away, so that even¬ 
tually they are as hard as bricks. 

Farther north still bread is made 
from barley and oats. In Lapland oata, 
with the inner bark of the pine, are used. 
The two together, well ground and 
mixed, art made into large, flat oakes, 
cooked in a pan over a Are. In dreary 
Kamchatka pine or biroh bark by 
itself, well macerated, pounded and 
baked, frequently constitutes the whole 
of the native bread food. Tho Icelander 
scrapes tho “Iceland moss" off the rocks 
and grinds it into flour, which serves 
both for broad and for puddings. 

In oomo parts of Siberia, China and 
other eastern countries a fairly palata¬ 
ble iread is made from buckwheat. In 
parts of Italy chestnuts are cooked, 
ground into inealg and used for making 
"bread. Durra, a variety of the millet, if < 
much need in fbe countries of ludig, 
Egypt, Arabia and Asia Minor for mak¬ 
ing bread. Bice bread is the staplo food 


portion of the inliabiteuta of India. 

In Persia the bread is made from rice, 
flour and milk; it is called “lawasb. ” 
The Persian oven is built in the ground, 
about tho si/.o of a barrel. The sldos arc 
smooth mason work. The fire is built at 
tho bottom and kept burning until the 
walls or sides of the oven are thorough¬ 
ly heated. Enough dough to form a 
sheet about one foot wido and about 
two feet long is thrown ou the bench 
and rolled until about as thin as sble 
leather, then it is taken up and tossed 
and rolled from one arm to the other 
and flung on tho board and slapped on 
the side of tho oven. It tnkesouly a fow 
moments to buko nnd when baked it is 
spread out to cool. This brood is choap 
(1 cent a sheet); it is sweet and nour¬ 
ishing. 

specimen of tho “hunger bread'' 
from Armenia is made of clover seed, 
flax or linseed meal, mixed with ediblo 
grass. In the Molucca islands, tho 
starohy pith of tho sago pnlm furnishes 
a white, floury meal. This is made up 
Into flat, oblong loaves, which are baked 
in curious littlo ovens, each being di¬ 
vided into oblong cells to rectivo tho 
loavos. 

Bread is also mado of roots in somo 
parts of Africa ond Houtli America. It 
is mado from manioc tnbunL These 
roots are a deadly poisou if eaten in tlio 
raw state, but limko a good food if 
properly prepared. To prepare it for 
bread tho roots are soaked for severul 
days in water, thus washing out tho 
poison. The fibers are picked out, dried 
and ground into flour. This is mixed 
with milk, if obtainable; if not, water 
is used. The dough is formed into lit¬ 
tle round loaves and baked iu hot tubes 
or dried in the son.—Sanitary Record.

Tho use of the rosary seems esportal¬ 
ly suited to an eastern clime and to the 
repose of an oriental mind.- Tho Bud¬ 
dhists are fond' of using very smooth 
beads of glass, polished jade or coral, 
and it has been thought that the smooth, 
cool beads glldiug'through their flnuer* 
as they murmur tho holy name for tf ou 
sands of times help them to arrive at 
that stuto of holy abstraction from 
earthly things which is so much prized 
among tho followers of Buddha. 

The favorite Japanese rosaries are 
made of polished wood, crystal, onyi 
and chased silver, and the Japanese 
~ iddhists repeat in endless devotion 
Namu Amida Butzu" (“Have us, 
Buddha”), wliilo their Chinese brother* 
havo the blessed name “U-Mi-to-fu” 
forover on their lips. A rosary of very 
great size was recently brought from u 
tqmplo in Kioto, Japan. Tho largest 
bead is about sir. inches in diameter, and 
tbn rosary entire 1 b about 24 feet long. 
The huge bends are of dark brown pol¬ 
ished wood. Thyy are hollow and have 
each a figure of a god inside the little 
shrine, which can be seen through a 
lattice of bruss work.-"-Cincinnati En¬ 
quirer. 

FALSIFIED HER AGE.

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A Court Trial That Disclosed m Queei 
Phase of Russian Society. 

Even iu Russia, it Seems, despotism 
does not go the.'length of forcing r 
woman to tell her ago or of punishing 
her for stating it inaccurately. A car 
tain Princess Eugalytcheff was recently 
tried at Moscow and sentenced to life 
long internment in the province of Olo 
netz for embezzling 140,000 rubles, 
After tho proceeding in court had conn 
to un end'and ufter the noble lady bar 
retired to til#country for heir somewhat 
prolonged rest frum urban gnyeties anc 
temptations a too careful official discov 
ered that umong the papers in tho raw 
■was the princess’ certificate of baptism, 
and that she had changed the dato of il 
from 1847 40 1867. Instantly this gravi 
crime was brought to tlio notice of tin 
authorities, and the convicted etnbezxlet 
was summoned to meet tho charge ol 
falsifying an official document. Then t 
curious fact was disclosed, and a sur 
prising amount of light was throw n oi 
Russian society. 

The Prince Kugulytcboff, who w*a 
cited as u witness by the prosecutor, 
said that whether his brido was 20 yeari 
older or youuger than her certified ag< 
was a matt#of absolute indifference t< 
him. All ho could say was that ho ro 
ceived the sum of 8,000 rubles for giv 
ing the lady his name, that immediate 
ly after tho marriage ceremony ho pro 
cured for her a separate passport, and 
that since then ho has known nothing 
more of his wife or her private affairs. 
The jury gallantly declined to convict 
the accused princess ou tho “trivial 
•barge about a woman’s age/’ and sb< 
was sent back to her provincial exilo. 

Princes evidently come cheap Id 
R ussia, and this is perhaps tho most in¬ 
teresting bit of news in tho whole story.

THU “PROOFS” OF DISHONESTY. 

The Star declares that ‘’tbs Liberals 
have collected much more money 
in taxation than the Conservatives 
thought of doing.” This is j/erfectly 
true ; the partial removal of trade re¬ 
strictions has given an elasticity to 
business that, has brought its natural 
result of increase of revenue. In other 
words the people have been freer to 
buy and able to secure more for their, 
money, consequently the inducement 
to trade has increased and tho burdens 
upon the people have been proportion¬ 
ately reduced. This is an accepted 
principle of free trade which the great¬ 
est commercial nation of all ages— 
England has proved beyond peradven¬ 
ture, but which no protectionist can 
afford to admit, as it would knock all 
his theories fiat. Then the Star as¬ 
serts that the Liberals have spent more 
money on consolidated fund account 
than the Conservatives did during 
either of the years from 189^1896, but 
inasmuch as they had the money \b 
spend and could still show a surplus, 
instead of spending what they had not 
got, and showing a deficit, and inas¬ 
much, further, as they can show other 
results than boodling scandals for their 
expenditure, ‘"the average elector will 
fail to find cause for excitement here. 
NOT EXTRAVAGANCE BUT EXPANSION. 

“ In addition they have spent more 
money .on capital account than the 
Conservatives have since they finished 
with the tremendous task of building 
the C. P. It.,” in fact, '* they ran $4,- 
000,000 behind ou this year’s tran 
sactions alone.” If the Montreal Star, 
as the Result of increasing business 
had found it nccossar}’ to spend 110,- 
000 dollars in enlarging its premises 
and plant and, as a lesult, assumed a 
mortgage of three or four thousand 
dollars on the improved property would 
it consider that it had run that three 
or four thousand dollars behind in the 
year’s transactions ? That is exactly 
the position, for the expenditures on 
capital accounts have been in canal 
workv, railways and ether permanent 
improvements which have been always 
properly charged to capital account, 
if thoso are to be considered as current 
expenditures the late Conservative ad¬ 
ministration must face an additional 
deficit of $120,000,000 and more, in 
the eighteen years of th£ir term of 
office. 

NO BOODLE IN TrfUVT' 

The expenditures under this account 
do not include any such items as were 
provided for in tho Langevin Block, 
Curran Bridge, Section B. Tay Canal, 
Galop's Channel, Sheik’s Island Dam, 
and a s-core of other contracts, which 
form a portion of the shameful history 
of the scandals disclosed by tho par¬ 
liamentary inquiries of the last parlia¬ 
ments Every dollar in the public ac¬ 
counts has been spent in the public 
service and the frAntic efforts of the 
Opposition lo prove to the contrary 
have uniformly failed.

MODERN SHRAPNEL. 

OEAB.LY EFFECT OF THIS FEARFUL 
IMPLEMENT OF WAR. 


IVliat Happens When a Single rrojrctlle 

Suddenly Hurst* Into Two Hundred Sep¬ 
arate Messengers of Heath—Shells and 

Solid Shot. 

The improvopeutH in modern gnus 
havoonibracftt Lall ca libers. from that of 
fho small arm firing u projectile only 
ouc-third of an inch in diameter to the 
monster which Honda a solid picco of 
steel 12 inches through and weighing 
iivor half a ton. Not only have the gun« 
Improved, but also all their accessories, 
rsptciully powdor and projoctilow. The 
smokeless powder of present lias 
.•hanged the conditions of wur almost 
as much an modern armament. 1 

Keeping step with these advances 
have boon those made in the various 
classes of projectiles. Even the smallest 
of these, with its case hardened bullet, 
is far uheud of tho old fashioued lead 
bullet used in the smull arms of 80 
years ago. 

Otto of tho most effective of modom 
projectiles is tho shrapnel. It is one of 
the forms of case shot. The others were 
the old fashioned grapo and canister. A 
ease shot may bo said to bo a collection 
of missiles in a case, which breaks up 
either in tho gun or at somo point in 
flight, tiius setting free its death deal¬ 
ing particles. 

As soon as tho case is broken each of 
tboso particles goes on a separate path, 
and it’s a sorry day for (he man struck 
by ouo of them. All of these falling 
upon a pieco of level ground would 
mark out an irregular oval, whose area 
varies with differing conditions. It has 
been found that the best point to burst 
tbo shrapnel is about six yards above 
and 50 in front of tbe enemy.* 

Colonel Shrapnel of the British serv¬ 
ice first invented shrapnel in 1803. This 
early form consisted simply of a spher¬ 
ical shell filled with bullets and a burst¬ 
ing ehargo of powder in tho spaces be¬ 
tween. This was a crude invention, 
which scattered tho fragments too much 
and was liable to go off when not ex¬ 
pected and not (lo so when desired. 
This form was improved upon during 
our civil war, and tho modern shrapnel 
can bo considered the most dangerous 
of all life destroying projectiles. It con¬ 
sists of three parts—the tubo, the base 
and tho bond. Tho powder charge is in 
tho base, which is firmly attached to 
tho body either by el«ctrio*wolding or 
by screwing. Leading from tho baso 
through the center of the body is a tube 
which is also filled with powder, which 
is ignited by tho fuso at tho point of the 
ulirnntifl nntl ourrioM tlio tiro to tkoluaiu 


a TRYING NATAL JOB.

WHAT IT MEAN8 TO PUT A WAR8HIP 
IN COMMISSION. 


Ttis Ibotoods Amount of Work The* Mas* 
Bo Performed and the Ceremnnlaa That 
Are Ol^rted Before the Pennant and 
the Stars end Stripes Are Hoisted. 

In tinfts of pence as well ae when 
war’s dark clouds gloom tba nation you 
are liable to read in tbo newspapers so 
announcement to the effect that one of 
tbe vessels of tbe navy is going “Into 
commission. ” It is not a very impress¬ 
ive phrase, but tbe full menniug of tbe 
term is something of wbiob fow have 
any adequate conception. To put a mod¬ 
ern warship into commission involves 
an enormous amount of work, wbiob 
can be fully appreciated only by one 
who has obsorved tbe process from be¬ 
ginning to end. 

When a vessel of tbo navy is laid up 
in reserve, “in ordinary, " as it is call¬ 
ed, it is far from an attractive object 
and aonld hardly be recognized as tbe 
aanicpsbip when in thorough trim,*with 
crew aboard. The ship is uuchored at a 
convenient navy yard; tbe stores are 
sent aslioro, her engines and guns cov¬ 
ered with oil and an antirust paint; 
her decks aro allowed to become dirty, 
her sides dull and stained from rusty 
chains. Thus she lies perhaps for 
mouths, and then an order comes from 
tho secretary of tho navy, through tho 
chief of tho bureau of navigation, di¬ 
recting tho commanding officer of the 
yard to get her ready for sea. 

Tho first thing to bo douo is to bring 
as many men as possible from the re¬ 
ceiving sjiip, which lies hard by, and 
these, with tho force of tho yard, under 
tho direction of whatever officers are 
avallnbio, begin at onco to put things to 
rights and removotho accumulated dust 
and dirt from tho different parts of the 
equipment; tho engineer's foreo goes at 
once to tho engines and boilor rooms; 
tho unitrust paint is removed from the 
engines; new packing is put in tho 
valves and joints; the pumps are tested, 
tho rust and dirt knocked from interiors 
of flro boxes, and boiler tubes aud gruto 
bars reuowed. 

Outwardly everything is ncfw4nJaix 
condition, but this is only tho begin¬ 
ning. It remains to get up steam in 
some of tho boilers, turn over tho en¬ 
gines to see if they aro in proper trim, 
start tho dynamos, test tho electric 
lights and tho pilothouso, signals, turn 
on tho searchlights, start tho fans, work 
tho steering gear aud steering engines, 
set tho hoisting machinery in motion 
and put tho boat cruues in operation. 
Every engine, boiler, pipe, wire, tube, 
rivet, bolt, nut and plato is carefully 
inspected, and if found unserviceable 
from any causo repaired. 

Next the equipment storehouse is vis¬ 
ited, aud a full allowanco of beef, pork, 
beans, potatoes, coffee, sugar, salt, flour, 
meal, clothing, shoes, hammocks, blan¬ 
kets, paint, tobacco—in short, tho whole 
miscellaneous assortment of tho com¬ 
missary department, is placed on board. 
Tho paymaster of tho ship is responsi¬ 
ble for every article received, and a 
strict account is kept of euch. Then tho 
galley, or cooking stove, has to bo ex¬ 
amined to seo whether it is complete in 
all its flndiugs. Tho outfit of a galley 
usually consists of two copper kettles of 
80 gallons each, a 00 gallon kettle, with 
cast iron jacket aud copper kinged cov¬ 
ers, two steamers for vegetables, each 
with a capacity of 82 gallons; two sets 
of saucepans, a fino set of tools for lift¬ 
ing and firing and tho ordinary cooking 
implements. 

The lino officers look uftor the condi¬ 
tion of tho guns, tho rigging, the boats, 
tbc^^bles, the anchors, the flags aud 
Signals, the charts, the nautical instru¬ 
ments aud other parts of the ship’s 

C uipment. What this means can only 
appreciated by ouo who has actually 
undertaken tho task. A volume might 
bo written in regard to the signals alone. 
When all this work bus been done,

Those uro held in place 
by a matrix of rosin which is melted 
and poured upon tho bullets when in 
plnco. A skeleton case of cast iron con¬ 
taining roooptaclbs for each bullet is 
sometimes u*Kl instead of tho rosin. 

. Tho head is put on in tho sumo man¬ 
ner as tho base, and when the fuso is 
inserted tho projectile is ready for two. 
Homo shrapnels have tho bursting charge 
in tho head instead of the base. The 
fuse used is rather complicated, but tho 
United States has as good a one as 
there is. It is u time fuse and in actual 
test hus shown its reliability. 

It can readily bo seen that ono great 
objection to tho shrapnel is its high 
cost. Tho fuso alone costs about ftf.60. 
Tho same gun is usually supplied with 
three stylos of ammunition—the solid 
shot, tho shell and tho shrapnel. Home 
batteries are nlso supplied with canister 
for use at close quarters. Tho bullots 
in tho canister have a wider dispersion, 
becanso tho case breaks up iu the gun. 
Canister was used to repel tho famous 
charge lod by tho Confedorato geuoral 
Pickett at Gettysburg. *A perfect hail 
of missiles swept tho slope leading up 
to Cemetery Hill, against* whoso de¬ 
structive offccts human valor was of no 
avail. 

Thosholl is used to destroy inuniraato 
objects ns well as nnimato ones. It con¬ 
sists of u hollow cast iron shell, with a 
fuso % and bursting clmrgo of powder. 
Tho famous shot tired during tho cut¬ 
ting of tho cables nt Cienfuegos is a 
good oxnmplo of its uso. The Spaniards 
having .taken rofugo in and bohiud a 
lighthousb, a shell was tired by one of 
our ships, which, strikiug it fairly, 
burst and utterly destroyed tho struc¬ 
ture, killing many of tho soldiers. 

But against men in buttle formation 
tho shrapnel is tho more effective. It 
sends a perfect shower of missiles which, 
fulling in the midst of a company, 
would ulmost nunibilato it. Many tests 
liavo been niudo to show this. 

Shrapnels tired from a gun a mile 
away in ono instanco and a mile and 
two-thirds in the other were mado to 
KWike a board targot ono inch thick. 
Tho fuses were set off by tho contact 
aud burst tho projectile into 200 or 800 
parts, each of which was capable of 
dealing death to any living thing in its 
path. Screens were placed at indicated 
distances behind tho target. These may 
bo considered us representing a battalion 
of infantry in column of companies. 
From tho number of hits upon all of 
them the efficiency of shrapnel firo 
against close order formation may bo 
judged. 

In one shot 162 hits w'ero made by a 
single shrapnel. In another 215 hits are 
recorded, but these are not so woll scat¬ 
tered. Imagine, then, tho effect of a 
well placed shrapnel upon a group of 
men such us is hero represented. 

The reader cun readily understand 
why wars aro now waged nt greater 
distances and whv hand to hand con¬ 
flicts aro ulmost unheard of.—New 
York Horald.

GRAVE OF PATRICK HENRY- 

Not In Richmond, but In Charlotte, 
*Wh»n Be Lived. 

Every now and thou^ve soo in some 
newspaper tho query, “ Whero is. Pat¬ 
rick Henry buried?” and tourists in 
Richmond constantly ask to b« shown 
his grave, with the mistaken idea that 
it is in that city, whero much of'his 
public career was passed. Few* people 
comparatively know that the man who 
acquired tho titlo of “The Tongue of 
tho Revolution” lies in a quiet grgve 
on tho estate in Charlotte county where 
ho formerly lived. Over it is a marble 
slab inscribed with one lino, “His fame 
his best epitaph. ” 

Tho cstnto lies on Staunton river, 38 
miles from the town of Lynchburg, near 
tho border line which separates Char- 
lotto and Campbell counties. It derived 
its numo of Red Hill from the peculiar 
color of tho soil iu that vicinity. When 
Patrick Honry bought theplaco, it com-/ 
prised about 8,600 acres. The land isl 
rich—thoro was a saying in tho neigh¬ 
borhood that poor land and Henry con hi 
never be mentioned together—corn 
grows there as high as a man on horse- 
back; there is a general air of smiling 
fields and abundant prosperity. Its sit¬ 
uation in early times was very remote. 
Neighbors woro few, ono of tho nearest 
being the celebrated John Randolph of 
Roanoke, who lived in his chosen soli- 
tudo 16 miles away. 

Rod Hill is now owned by Henry’s 
grandson, William Wirt Iluury, u 
olever, cultivated gentleman of the 
“old school.” Ho has in hi* possession 
some most interesting relics of his cele¬ 
brated grandfather, including tho desk 
ho always used, which still contains hi 
letters from Lafayetto, Washington, 
Madison and other great men of early 
days; the largo, round backed chair in 
which Patrick Henry died and a portrait 
of him by tho elder Sully, under which 
hangs a yellowed slip of paper, signed 
by Chief Justice John Marshall and 
several others of his friends, testifying 
to tho faithfulness of tho likeness.—

▲ German Scientist Show* Bow Tbit Maj 
Be Accomplished. 

It is not generally known that sealed 
letters may in many cases be road with¬ 
out opening tho envelopes or doing them 
tho loast injury. It was discovered by a 
German physiologist by the use of an 
embryoscope, or egg glass, that th« 
•hells of oggs were of very unequal 
thickness. 

It occurred to him to make experi¬ 
ments iu order to ascertain how many 
leaves of ordinary letter or official pa¬ 
per must h ’ laid uliovo and below a 
written leaf iu order to mako it illegible 
to a highly sensitive eye in tho direct 
sunlight. He found that after he bu$l 
rested his eye in a dark room for 10 or 
15 minntes he cold read a piece of writ¬ 
ing over the mirror of the embryoscope 
that had been oovered with eight layer* 


Ho called fu other observers to on* 
firm'this. Tho 1. r rs, hegwever, that 
cyuld thus luj de< ipln ntl were written 
in dark ink on one -side of the pap*t 
only. If fonr written sides’ vfero folded 
together, and especially if there had 
been crossing, it was luird to make but 
tho drift of the writing, and thoro arc 
soiqo kinds of writing which, when 
folded twice or thriee, admit too lit tic 
light for .tho purpose of decipherment. 

In this way possibly many of tho per¬ 
formances of “clairvoyants” may l«i ex¬ 
plained • By means of the egg gla*s it 
is, as a rule, oasier fo make cut th* 1 con¬ 
tents of lotterior telegram without tin. 
slightest tampering with tho envelop! 
than it is to detect tho movements ol 
the embryo in the rgg. 

Suppose the writer of a billet, the 
contents of which aro known only u 
himself, lets it out of his hand aud lose* 
sight of it for five minutes. It may be 
readily carried either Wto the direct 
sunlight or into electric or magnesium 
light and he read by tho aid of tho ogu 
glass.

Some men are 20 year* younger phys¬ 
ically and menially than others are at 
tho sanio ago.

by midday J2 fine huts weru standing 
ready fur occupation ou the slope of the 
western hill. Thu reul work was now 
about to commence. Summoning to my 
assist unco tboso men uud wgpiou who 
bad volunteered to act as nurses, 1 bad 
a number of stretchers mudo, uhd ou 
tbeso conveyed tho sufferers to the hos¬ 
pitals.

THE LENNOX PROTE8T. 

The particulars in the protest against 
the election of Bowen E. Aylswortb, 
M. P. I’., for Lennox were filed in Toronto 
on Monday by Bristol, Cawtbra and 
Parkes on behalf of the petitioner, tbe 
eminent pnrist and anti oorruptionlet, 
Fred Blair, whose virtuone eoul mast have 
waxed indignant at the depravity of tbe 
wicked Grits. The managers of the looat 
end of tbe protect, we understand are 
Wilton A Wilson, backed up by Dr. Meao 
ham, ex-M. P. P , Uriah Wilson, M. P., 
and a few other eminent detectives. The 
charges number 188, and tbe allegations 
aver that payments ranging from II to 110 
were corraptly made to voters. The treat¬ 
ing of voters is also alleged to have 
generally been practioed by Mr. Aylswortb’s 
agents, while them are numerous allegations 
as to other forms of bribery. 

A clause is rang Tn^ which has done duty 
on all the petitions tiled by the Conserva¬ 
tives so far, charging that the members of 
the Ontario Government, together with 
ilon. Goo. A. Cox, U 11. Bertram, Wm. 
Charlton, Wm. Mulock, Wm. Christie and 
other Liberals of Toronto, raised by 
privbte subscriptions a central fund to*be 
spent in bribery in various ridings A 
portion of this money was, it is alleged, 
transmitted to W. S. Herrington, acting 
County Crown Attorney, and was corruptly 
spent by him and others among the 
electors of tbe riding. It is safe to say 
that no effort will be made to substantiate 
this charge, should tbe case go to trial, but 
as it looks well in print it is put iu just to 
fill up, as it were. 

Tb*n there are personal charges against 
Mr. Aylsworth. It is alleged that be gave 
or loaned a sum of money or a quantity of 
hay or grain, or meal to or for Henry Clew. 
There iu a charming indefitiiteoesi* about 
the above, which would lead one to infer 
that all the clues in this case have not yet 
been (raced. Mr. Aylsworth is also 
accused of giving $5 to Mrs. Blake for the 
beDtlt of Robt. Blake at South Fredericks- 
burgh. But tho most heinous crime with 
which he is charged is that of endeavoring 
to corrupt, by the expenditure of l.'to, a 
whole church congregation at one fell 
swoop. It is alleged that ho or his agents 
offered Rev. E. T. Evane, rector of Bath, 
the sum of towards the rectory fund. 
As Mr. Aylsworth has pledged his oath 
that he was neither guilty of any act of 
biiberv himself or cognisant of any ou the 
part of his agents these charges are pro¬ 
bably of less value than tbe paper thoy are 
written on.
